The Canadian Northern Railway 
grade is completcd to a point 115 
miles west of EBuitieford. Half of the 


work between that point and Veg- 


reville is finished and some work is 
done this side of Vegreville. Not 
more than 150 to 170 miles of grade 
is unfinished between Winnipeg and 


Edmonton. 

The steel is now at or about the 
Eltow of the North Saskatchewan ; 
the temporary bridge is about com- 
pleted across the river there and the 
steel will be laid to the Saskatche- 
wan river at the crossing above Bat- 
tleford by the middle of January. 
The permanent bridge at the Elbow 
will be completed this winter. 

The timber. for the false work of 
the Eattleford bridge is on the ground 
ready for cénstruction in the spring. 
There is a prospect that a tempor- 
ary bridge will be run across the riv- 
er at Pattleford on piles to permit of

The Canadian N: orthwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting §& 
ane 26, which has not been iome~ 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by, 
any person who is the sole head of & 
family, or any male over 18 yeare of 
age to the extent of one quarter see 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home«- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for seme 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of 310.00 is charged for a homestead 
eutry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Ast 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plans: 

(1) A€ leeat six months’ residence 
upon and oultivation of the land im 
each year during the term of three 


(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased} of any person whe 
is eligible te make a homestead entry; 
under the provisions of this Act, re 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land ertered for by such person 
as @ homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to op- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by, 
such pérson residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may, 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the sacond home- 
stead is in the vicintiy ef the first 
homesteed. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by; 
residence upon saia tan4d. 

The term “vicinity used above ig 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their accommodation 
magica 30 acres of hig homestead, 
and have besides 80 acras 
ysis — 

The privilege of a second entry is 
reetricted by law tu those settlers 
only whe completed the duties upon 
theu first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

“very homesteader who faiia to 
comply with the requirements of ths 
homestead law is liable te have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for “atry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his int«ation 
to do so.
